Such information has 
been subjected to the auditing procedures applied in the audit 
of the general purpose financial statements and, in our 
Opinion, is fairly presented in all material respects in 
relation to the general purpose financial statements taken as 
a whole.

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TAX COLLECTOR 


Well the beginning of the “new” Millennium, as some would call 
it, started out to be a very promising one. Taxes were lower 
than they had been in over 15 years, the economy was good and 
people were almost pleased to pay their taxes and times were 
good. That was the first half. 


As we moved into the second half we learned that the outside 
assessing firm which was hired to re-value the town was 
running behind schedule in completing the task at hand. That 
wasn’t an immediate concern until early October when it became 
apparent that if it was not completed soon, tax bills would be 
going out late. Not much of a concern to the average taxpayer 
but for those who were aware of the financial responsibility 
that the town bears on a monthly basis for the school and 
providing other essential services to the townspeople such as 
police, fire and highway, knew that the $$ reserves must be 
running very low. If something wasn’t done quickly, according 
to our Treasurer Beverly Vaillancourt, the town would have to 
borrow to meet it’s obligations. Most people are not aware of 
the importance of the timing on the issuing and collection of 
tax bills, but just at about the time that the first half 
taxes have been spent on service and projects the second 
half’s taxes are issued and collected so that those services 
can be paid for the balance of the year. There is no big 
“nest egg” to draw from. Taxes are collected just in time to 
meet town obligations, so any delay could put the town ina 
borrowing mode. 


Well the assessments were finally completed and each of you 
received your booklet of new assessed values. The figures 
were not final yet and therefore tax bills could still not be 
issued. If something wasn’t finalized soon, any bills issued 
wouldn’t be due until after the new year of 2001. Only after 
hearings were held and adjustments made could the “final” 
figures be presented to the state for the approval of a tax 
rate. The long delay now put the pressure on the assessing 
department and in particular Joanne Meshna, who now had to 
quickly tie the “loose ends” and prepare a warrant from which 
I could then generate your tax bills. Selectman Jim Coffey 
jumped in and made contact with the Department of Revenue in 
Concord to get them to set and approve the new tax rate over 
the phone, a truly unprecedented move. Mrs. Meshna did a 
marvelous job in making up for some lost time in tying up 


ot 


loose ends and presented me with a warrant I could work with. 
Bills which traditionally have left my office in October were 
finally getting out at the end of November with a due date of 
the day after Christmas. I, and I think I speak for the town 
officials as well, am very thankful to the many taxpayers who 
responded almost immediately, by paying their bill and 
replenishing our seriously depleted treasury. 


Now that that “emergency” has passed what do we have to look 
forward to? Well the “rumblings” have started again in 
Concord about whether the State Education Tax, which has 
helped to reduce taxes somewhat, is unconstitutional. Will it 
ever end? We may soon be back to square one with the Governor 
and our representatives debating about whether we should have 
an income tax or state sales tax to ease our property tax 
burden. Stay tuned for what sounds like another challenging 
year for New Hampshire voters. I recommend that we each take 
the time to let Governor Shaheen know what our preference 
would be so that a decision is not made which satisfies only 
the “special interest” groups.

TRUSTEES OF THE TRUST FUNDS 


Capital Reserve Accounts: 


There was no activity in the following accounts beyond the 
deposits in the Public Deposit Inventors Pool (PDIP) of funds 
voted by the town in warrant articles: Fire Protection 
Equipment, Fire Department, Highway Department, Recreation 
Department, Police Department. 


There was activity in the Landfill Closure Fund, Revaluation 
Fund, 250°" Anniversary Fund (all funds in this account were 
disbursed to the town as reimbursement and the account was 
closed). 


In other matters: 


Deposits were made to the New Ipswich Trust *2 from two CDs 
that matured and were not rolled over. There is one remaining 
CD yet to mature and when it does it will be deposited in this 
Trust (formerly known as the Electric Light Fund). All 
interest from this fund is disbursed to the town. 


Interest from the Spaulding School Fund and interest from the 
School Fund were disbursed to Mascenic School District SAU #63 
for the benefit of ONLY New Ipswich students. This is done 
each year. 


Interest from the Cemetery Perpetual Care Fund in PDIP was 
disbursed to the Cemetery Maintenance Fund for the use of the 
Cemetery Trustees. 


The Stearns/Burton Trusts disbursed funds for the benefit of 
the town’s 250° Anniversary celebration in addition to 
sponsoring other events to benefit citizens of New Ipswich. 


The trustees are continuing to do what is necessary to bring 
the trust funds into the 21° century. We have much to do in 


consolidating and streamlining procedures. All of this is 
being done in accordance with the Division of Charitable 
Trusts, department of Attorney General, State of New 
Hampshire.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


While not always easy or welcome, change makes us pay 
attention and adjust. New Ipswich this year has been up to 
the challenge of transition. 


Thanks to the excellent work of citizens who volunteered ona 
search committee, the selectmen appointed Police Chief Timothy 
Connell in June. Since then, the selectmen have charged Tim 
to review police department operating procedures, rules and 
regulations, policies and procedures. We have also asked him 
to implement community-policing programs, assess police 
equipment, pursue federal grants, and develop training 
programs for our officers. In addition, he is meeting with a 
police liaison committee to ensure citizen input. He has 
worked with the station building committee to advise the 
selectman on renovations that can be made in the middle 
building (using the money from the original renovation warrant 
article) in order to move the police department to more 
Suitable space in 2001. 


This year the District #63 SAU moved to New Ipswich. Last 
March the town voted to appropriate $50,000 for the renovation 
of a part of the middle building as a rental unit for school 
administrative offices. After the SAU board voted to make the 
move, the Title I program agreed to come as well. Aftera 
public hearing, the Department of Revenue Administrative 
allowed us to expend $38,500 from fund balance to complete the 
expanded project. We have a three-year renewable contract 
with the SAU, and the gross combined rental income from the 
Space is $30,300. It is in all of our best interests to make 
this change work well. 


Growth in New Ipswich has begun again. (See Planning Board 
report.) Because we now have one of the lowest tax rates in 
the region, New Ipswich has become an even more attractive 
place to live. Ironically, more people and housing mean a 
greater demand for services such as police protection. With 
growth in mind and because so many people have told us they 
want 24 hour police coverage, we selectman support the return 
of a fifth police officer, a position that is included in the 
proposed budget. 


We have also put money in the highway department’s budget to 


establish the position of Director of Public Works. For two 
years, Tom Saari, Road Agent, has recommended we add this 
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position (instead of filling the vacant Assistant Road Agent 
position) because of the increasing administrative demands on 
the department. Among the many responsibilities of a Director 
of Public Works will be handling our landfill closure and our 
disposal needs beyond closure as well as managing the 
intricacies of maintaining the three (not new) buildings that 
make up the Town Office Complex. 


Whether we choose change as we did when we approved the town’s 
taking of the former S&A site for a town office complex or 
whether change is compulsory such as the requirement we close 
the landfill, change and growth have forced town budgets to 
rise. Nonetheless, all three selectman believe the increase 
we've seen in revenues along with careful application of fund 
balance will allow the selectman to keep the tax rate 
reasonable and stable. 


Two men who initiated change this year are Ray Brodley and 
George Lawrence. Ray is in his first year as a selectman 
after serving as police chief for 27 years. George retired 
after serving New Ipswich for 22 years as selectman. (He 
continues as welfare and building permit officers.) During 
this transition, Jim Coffey has provided stability and is 
entering his 19 year as a selectman. These three men have 
contributed enormously to our town. 


Finally, a very nice transition this year has been the 
presence of Cheryl Billings as Selectmen’s Secretary. She is 
such a competent, cheerful employee that it’s hard to know how 
we did without her.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT BUILDING COMMITTEE 


The Selectmen formed this committee in November of 2000 by 
appointing Jay Hopkins, Mark Hopkins, Ronald Stanley, Police 
Chief Tim Connell, and Donald Wright. The Committee was 
charged to do as much renovation as possible with $29,950. 
This money was approved in the first articles for the Town 
Complex three years ago and was marked for repairs and 
renovations of that building for rental and/or town use. 


The efforts of Acura Construction and septic designer Carl 
Hagstrom saved the town most of this $29,000 and the following 
will be done: 


e provide a secure reception area 

6 provide a handicapped accessible bathroom, including new 
tiles 

e provide new ceilings where needed, repair electric and 
lights 

e remove the overhead door in the front and close the area 
to match the rest of the building 

© remove electric heat and replace with radiant forced hot 


water heat 

heat the warehouse area 

cover wood paneling with sheetrock to meet code 

block off hallway 

insert a removable panel on rear roll up door to conserve 
heat 

e install security systems

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


After much preparation for Y2K the new year arrived and the 
New Ipswich Fire Department experienced little or no problems 
with any vendors or within house. As we passed through our 
first year of the new century there are issues and goals which 
did not change. These would be to continue to stress 
education of life safety against the rath of fire. Training 
of our firefighters through local, state, and outside 
independent training sessions iS a priority. The commitment 
these people have to make for successful completion should be 
commended. 


Another side of the education process is through inspection 
and prevention. This stepped up level of education is 
addressed by plan review of projects, visual walk through 
inspections and explaining life safety requirements which 
pertain to the many different types of occupancies we are 
responsible to protect. These include but are not limited to 
residential and commercial projects. It has become the 
standard nation-wide that the local fire departments be 
involved in the building process and when needed, state fire 
officials are available to assist. As you read this take a 
look around your home. Do you find an unsafe condition? 
Maybe or maybe not but if it looks questionable, it probably 
is and I am sure you do not want that for your family. 


In working to comply with recommendations put forth by the MRI 
report, we have chosen to suspend another year the stipends to 
the suggested levels. However, the replacement of the rescue 
truck is in the warrant this year. Many hours of research and 
planning have gone into this project. Our present rescue 
truck has reached the saturation point. Current demands of 
fire service equipment to be available for tasks that present 
themselves can be extensive. We are trying to meet those 
tasks when called upon and space has become a premium. A 
priority is the safety of our firefighters while responding to 
the requests for assistance. Properly seated and belted, the 
fire officer will be able to communicate directly to the team 
prior to arrival at the incident location. We would be 
thankful for your support on this project. Building space 
needs will be brought forward in the future. We are working 
on plans of replacement or renovation of the fire station. 


I would like to extend my sincere thanks and gratitude to the 
other town departments and boards for assistance provided 
throughout the year. Thank you to the firefighters who 
assisted in the special projects during the year, one of which 
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is the Hazardous Materials Decontamination Trailer. This will 
provide support services to the Haz-Mat teams when needed. 
Thank you to our own Fire Auxiliary and Firefighters 
Association who have joined in the support of firefighters 
during major incidents. In addition, they provide the little 
things which make a BIG difference in our operations. Thank 
you to the 250°" Anniversary Committee for a memorable year of 
activities. 


In closing I must thank my staff, the fire explorers, 
firefighters, and the fire officers. Thank you for all you 
do.

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FOREST FIRE WARDEN AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


There are 2,200 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire 
Wardens throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire 
Warden and several Deputy Wardens who assist the Forest 
Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, and law 
enforcement. The number of fires reported during the 2000 
fire season was below average as referenced in the statistics 
below. Despite this, our network of fire towers and detection 
patrols were still quite busy with the fire towers being first 
to report over 135 fires. These fires were quickly and 
accurately reported to the local fire department for their 
prompt and effective suppression efforts. Wildland fire 
occurring in areas where homes are situated in the woodlands 
are a serious concern for both landowners and firefighters. 
Homeowners can help protect their homes by maintaining 
adequate green space around them and making sure that houses 
are properly identified with street numbers. Please contact 
the Forest Protection Bureau to request a brochure to assist 
you in assessing fire safety around your home and woodlands. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State 
Forest Ranger, contact your local Warden or Fire Department to 
find out if a permit is required before doing ALL outside 
burning. Fire permits are required for any open burning 
unless the ground is completely covered with snow where the 
burning will be done. Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire 
permit law and the other burning laws of the State of New 
Hampshire, are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to 
$2,000 and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for 
all fire suppression costs. 


There are eleven Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire 
Division of Forests and Lands, Forest Protection Bureau. 
Forest Rangers have investigated numerous complaints regarding 
violations of the timber harvest and forest fire laws, and 
taken enforcement action to ensure compliance. If you have 
any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, 
please call our office at 271-2217, or for general information 
visit our website at www.dred.state.nh.us. 


The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile 
Patrols and 3 contract aircraft patrols. This early detection 
system and reports from citizens aid in the quick response 
from local fire departments. These factors are critical in 
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controlling the size of wildland fires, keeping the loss of 
property and suppression costs as low as possible. Due to 
permitting and fire safety concerns, please contact your local 
fire department BEFORE using portable outdoor fire places and 
vessels, including those constructed of clay, concrete or wire 
mesh. 


Please contact your local fire department before doing ANY 
outside burning.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The department had a very busy year in 2000 (as usual, as we 
never run out of a project to work on). The major road work 
included ditching, shimming and chipsealing done to North 
Road, Wheeler Road, Fox Farm Road, Goen Road, Beechwood Road, 
Mill Street, and Lower River Road. The total mileage of these 
roads is four and one-half miles. We also extended three- 
fourths of a mile of Timbertop Road with paving, using cold 
mix material and ditching. 


Another big project completed this year is the renovation of 
the big building in back of the town office and moving 
everything there. As of this writing, almost everything is 
complete. The town has made a substantial upgrade in a 
highway building now, and I foresee this meeting the Highway 
Department’s needs for a long period of time. Thank you for 
supporting this project, but a special thanks has to go to Don 
Wright who has almost single handedly made sure the whole town 
complex would happen. There are also many individuals and 
businesses who have involved themselves with this project and 
donated services or have kept costs at a minimal level. The 
main businesses to thank are S&S Concrete, who jacked up the 
sunken office area floor using a grout pump, plumbing and 
heating repairs and upgrades by Ralph Somero and Leo Godin, 
electrical work by Andy Ruoff, roof repairs by Prime Roofing, 
fire alarm system by Bob Smith, overhead doors by Tombs Door, 
passage doors by Hutter Construction, and septic system 
repairs by Keith Muhonen. 


The next phase of construction will hopefully be a structure 
to store winter sand and salt. This is very necessary to keep 
the material manageable during inclement weather and also to 
prevent the salt from getting into the water supply. 


Last year the department asked for a new backhoe and the 
voters did not give it to us. We are trying again to get this 
piece of equipment and ask for support. The added features we 
plan on having on the machine are power angle plow and 
ditching bucket with swivel. If the department does not 
continually upgrade our equipment, it will backlash in lost 
hours of equipment use and manpower. We would be better to 
work on roads rather than equipment. If we do not get the 
backhoe this year, I’m going to take it personally. 


The employees with the department right now include Dennis and 


Gregg Eastman, Hazen Fisk, and Ken Saari. Part time help 
includes Mark Tapply, Roland Derosier, Richard Drouin, John 
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Halloran and Randy Hall. Summer employees were Peter Brutsch 
and Donna Heath. Walter and Travis Saari help with winter 
plowing. My sincere thanks go to all employees we have, for 
they all have contributed a real service. 


The Highway Department is requesting $155,000 for the design 
and construction of a new sand and salt storage building to 
be located at the new town complex site. This budget is based 
on a dome structure that is 90 feet in diameter and has a 
Capacity of a total of 5,600 yards of. material) spat hescosG 
of a different structure is found to be less and the design 
is sufficient for our needs, we will consider changing the 
building plan. The dome structure is the cost we would like 
to use for now as we know it can be built for this amount. It 
is the intent to sell the old highway building and use the 
money to offset at least most of the costs relating to this 
structure.

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LANDFILL AND RECYCLING 


There were no big happenings at the landfill this year, only 
day to day operations handled with expertise by George Leel 
and his staff of workers who include Eric Soini, Ken Saari, 
and occasionally John Halloran. These guys do a great job 
that I appreciate tremendously. 


We are fast approaching our final grade height for trash, as 
Pe eCueeeonesLruCctciOn activity in town creates a dot of 
demolition type material. I hope the schedule for closure is 
not shortened because of this, but it would not surprise me if 
it does. It will be monitored and everyone will be kept 
informed. 


There is still a used clothing boutique that is operated by 
volunteers that recycle good used clothes to anyone who wants 
to participate. There is an abundance of clothing that is in 
very good condition, and the best thing is, it’s free, so take 
advantage. 


The one project happening this year at the landfill site is 
the removal and stockpiling of material from the septic 
lagoons. This work was put out to bid and subcontracted. As 
of this writing the work was not complete, but it is 
anticipated that this project will be done this year.

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LANDFILL CLOSURE COMMITTEE 


This year the committee began to deal with choices, most of 
which were necessitated by the required closing of the New 
Ipswich landfill by December 31, 2003. Committee members are 
Bill Hefler, George Leel, Jeff MacGillivray, Fred Meshna, Ken 
Mogensen, Marcia Ober, Tom Quarles, Geoff Rhoads, and Karen 
Simms. 


The town is required by law to insure a destination for 
resident septage and has used four holes in the ground or 
“lagoons” at the town landfill for this purpose. The 
Department of Environmental Services (DES) decreed that if we 
were to continue to use these lagoons, they would have to be 
permitted which meant rebuilding them at a probable cost of 
$15,000 dollars just to keep them open until April of 2003 
when the closure of the landfill begins. At that time, we’d 
again have to face the disposal question. The committee 
decided that it would be expensive and risky for the town to 
stay in the septage business and recommended the town direct 
its septage to a wastewater treatment plant in Fitchburg that 
agreed to take it. The selectmen concurred. The lagoons were 
closed in May, allowed to dry, and were scooped in December. 


In July the committee received an “Existing Conditions Report 
and Preliminary Cost Estimate” produced by engineers from 
Hoyle Tanner Associates. The report (available at the town 
office or from committee members) presents data about the 
town’s volume of waste and rate of fill, sources of sand and 
gravel needed for the closure, waste grading options and the 
acreage of the cap area, options for dealing with the stump 
dump, and cap cost estimates. Based on this presentation, the 
committee recommended the town plan on a final cap area of 6.6 
acres (rather than 5.9) and the use of a flexible membrane 
(plastic) rather than a clay cap. Petroleum prices influence 
all capping options, but based on this preliminary report, the 
closure process alone (without future disposal costs) will be 
$115-118,000 per acre. We also decided to authorize a survey 
of the amount of gravel present in the wooded area at the 
landfill so we will know how best to use the resources we 
have. 


Another decision this report presents is what to do with the 


stumps and logs accumulated at the landfill. The two best 
options seem to be moving them to another location or grinding 
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them and incorporating them with the dried septage, sand, and 
residents’ yard waste to produce a manufactured topsoil to be 
used in the reclamation of the capped site. (Approximately 
21,780 cubic yards of topsoil will be needed when the entire 
site is closed.) The committee will discuss the stump 
disposal options in 2001. 


This year the committee recommends that the town continue to 
save for closure by putting $50,000 into the Landfill Closure 
Capital Reserve Fund. In another warrant article, we are 
asking that the selectmen be authorized to spend as necessary 
from the Landfill Closure Capital Reserve Fund for engineering 
studies, plans, and projects as we draw ever nearer to the 
required closure. The project costs committed to in 2000 
total $58,890. 


We also believe that it is time the town hire a Director of 
Public Works to oversee this increasingly complex closure 
project and the town’s recycling and disposal needs after 
closure. A committee of volunteers will not be able to handle 
this project as successfully as will a trained engineer.

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PLANNING BOARD 


The building boom, which began in 1998, escalated throughout 
this year. New Hampshire is the most rapidly growing state in 
New England with much of that growth in Hillsborough County. 
While growth is inevitable, the responsibility of the Planning 
Board is to apply the town’s ordinances and regulations so 
that growth is orderly and in the town’s best interests. 
Those best interests are stated in the Master Plan as 
preserving the rural character of the town, protecting open 
space, and containing the tax rate. 


In 2000 the Planning Board approved 6 subdivisions, as 
compared with only 2 in 1999. In addition, we approved 5 lot 
line adjustments, 5 site plan reviews and held 22 public 
hearings. In 2000, 130 building permits were issued as 
compared to the 88 building permits issued in 1999. 


Several years ago the state revised its regulations for 
excavations (gravel pits) and in doing so designated local 
planning boards as the regulators. As a consequence we are in 
the process of obtaining basic data from all pit owners in 
order to carry out our regulatory responsibilities. 


Liz Freeman and Woody Meiszner have agreed to head up the 
updating of the Master Plan for New Ipswich. They will begin 
the updating process during the coming year and will be 
looking for volunteers to help on the project. 


We urge the public to attend our meetings (7:30 p.m. in the 
Town Office on the first and third Wednesdays of the month) to 
become more familiar with the planning process. We welcome 
your participation and hope that there will be those who will 
be willing to join us as alternate members. We are looking to 
fill vacancies. Those interested should contact the Town 
Office,

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ZONING BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


During 2000, the Zoning Board of Adjustment (ZBA) saw 
considerable increase in the number of applications received. 
The Board received 9 applications for special exception and 
2 applications for variances. As of year’s end, 8 of the 
special exceptions have been approved and 1 has been continued 
into the new year. The 2 variances were also approved. 


As the boom in building and expansion of properties continues 
and the diversity of land use in our community broadens, it 
is important citizens of New Ipswich remember that any “change 
of use” of one’s property currently being considered or having 
changed since March of 1987 may require you to apply for a 
special exception to the Zoning Ordinance. Non-compliant uses 
may be stopped or closed by the Selectmen. If you have any 
questions regarding these requirements, please contact Joanne 
Meshna, ZBA Secretary, at the Town Office. 


The ZBA continues to meet at 7:30 p.m. on the First Thursday 
of each month in the Town Office. We will consider requests 
for additional meetings when necessary and, when appropriate, 
schedule them in order to meet the needs of the applicants. 
However, the cost of these additional meetings must be paid 
for by the applicant. Please contact Joanne Meshna to make 
appointments with the ZBA. 


Susan Williams has taken a place on the Board as an alternate 
member. She brings with her a wealth of experience for us to 
draw upon. She also brings with her a longstanding commitment 
working towards the goals of excellence in our community. We 
welcome her participation and would like to encourage all 
citizens to do the same. The ZBA is currently looking for 
three more alternate members. In one of these voluntary 
positions you will have the fulfilling experience of working 
along side your fellow citizens on the board. And you will 
have the opportunity to be involved directly in the growth and 
development of our community. We on the ZBA encourage you to 
consider serving New Ipswich in this capacity or in some other 
manner. Anyone who is interested in serving on the board 
should contact the Board of Selectmen or Joanne Meshna.

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CEMETERY TRUSTEES 


During the year the three cemetery trustees, Oiva Anderson, 
Oliver Niemi and Nat Ober and the Cemetery sexton, David 
Howard, met monthly, usually on the third Tuesday of the 
month. Our meetings are posted in the town office, and we 
urge interested residents to join us. 


For the last several years we have noted a decided trend 
toward cremations rather than full burials. In 1999, 8 of 16 
burials were cremations. This year of 18 burials, only 5 were 
full burials;’ 13 were “cremations. If the trend stowara 
cremations continues, no further expansion of either cemetery 
will be necessary for many years to come. 


In accordance with the long-range plan for the cemeteries, the 
paving of the main road in the Central Cemetery was extended 
into the Balch Memorial. Also, as a part of a five-year plan, 
Medlyn Monuments reset and repaired all of the monuments in 
the South Cemetery in Smithville that needed attention. Work 
on the monuments in Central will begin next year. Throughout 
the year we received assistance from volunteers and the 
highway department. Furthermore, the cemetery regulations 
were amended to include a set of specifications for new 
monuments. 


The trustees want once again to extend to Nellie and Ed 
Morrill our appreciation for their generosity to the town and 
its cemeteries. The final papers were signed deeding the 
Morrill lot to the town to allow for the expansion of the 
South Cemetery at Smithville. In addition, the Morrills have 
made a significant cash contribution toward the preparation of 
that lot for burials. 


Based on the belief that well-maintained cemeteries are a 
measure of how well a town values itself and its citizens, the 


cemetery trustees seek your advice and support.

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ANIMAL CONTROL OFFICER 


New Ipswich has a heavy population of domesticated animals. 
There are currently 396 dogs registered in town. In addition 
there are a large number of non-traditional and non-domestic 
animal issues for this department to deal with. The 
cooperation of residents taking responsibility for their own 
animals in regard to the town’s leash law and its required 
licensing of all dogs is imperative. Doing this will minimize 
the number of strays and animals lost to incidents involving 
moving vehicles each year.

PARKS AND RECREATION 


Recreation in the town has seen a considerable growth over the 
past few years. Fortunately, we have been blessed with many 
volunteers with smooth transition to accommodate the 
increasing number of participants in all the sports programs. 
With this growth in our community, we are in urgent need of 
additional ball fields for our children to play on. Currently 
we are sharing three fields with 22 baseball/softball-related 
sports, including the Boynton Middle School and Mascenic JV 
softball teams. The soccer program also continues to grow. 
This year it accommodated 280 kids. As you can imagine, 
booking the fields for games is a challenge leaving almost no 
time for practices. The recreation committee is sensitive to 
this problem. Thoughts about developing a new ball field 
adjacent to the Babe Ruth field as well as installing major 
lighting around the fields to accommodate night games are 
goals we are working toward. We know that money is an issue 
and a major hurdle to achieve these major improvements. Our 
first and primary goals are to actively improve the playground 
equipment, replace the basketball court and resurface the 
tennis courts. As many of you are aware, the tennis courts 
did not open this past season. Because our warrant article to 
repair the courts did not pass, the recreation committee and 
joint loss management committee agreed the courts were unsafe 
for use. The recreation committee has requested funding for 
tennis court repair in the 2001 budget. A master plan and 
committees are being developed to tackle the other projects. 
Input and volunteers are more than welcome. 


The 250° anniversary of New Ipswich provided the recreation 
committee with many opportunities to participate in this year 
long event. Our first contribution was a skate party held at 
Waterloom Pond. Approximately 100 people enjoyed the day. 
Everyone had so much fun, the committee decided to make this 
an annual event. Our next event was the strawberry festival, 
with music provided by the Temple Band, again bringing many 
residents together for an enjoyable day. Lastly, the 2000 
Octoberfest was the best yet with more community involvement 
and participation for all ages. 


Again this year, I would like to thank the hundreds of 
volunteers that make our various recreation programs 
successful. Not one would exist without the dedication of 
volunteers who take on such tasks as installing the old 
Mascenic score board at the Appleton gym, fundraising efforts, 
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donations, field preparation, coaching, organizing and overall 
general support. A special thank you to Lisa Milbert for our 
basketball program, Ron Modugno for baseball, Corrine 
Beausoleil for softball, and Brenda Salmonson along with Steve 
Thompson for the soccer program. Although our town pool staff 
are paid employees, they too deserve a special thanks for 
their dedication to another successful season. Aquatics 
director Kendall Lund, with help from Molly Goss held 
excellent instructional programs throughout the summer. Swim 
Team Coach, Nick Salmonson and assistant coach Jen Salmonson 
led another banner year for the New Ipswich Breakers. 


To recap, the committee is aware of the many recreational 
needs for improvement but is also pleased with the 
accomplishments of this past year. A new pool safety cover 
was installed along with a new efficient chemical controller 
for the pool. A new backstop has been purchased for the lower 
ball field to be installed next spring. Part one of our three 
year plan to lime, fertilize and seed each of our fields was 
executed. Additional lighting to the park and electrical work 
has also occurred. The committee is also extremely pleased 
with obtaining the much needed space within the town office 
complex. Currently used for storage, our plan is to develop 
it to include office space after some fund-raising efforts. 


I would like to end with an extended thanks to our active 
committee members, Grace Shaw, Kevin Lennon, Nancy Gaissl, Bob 
Kincaid and Brenda Salmonson and a warm welcome to new 
members, Jen McNeary, Missy Salo, Pat Goodwin and Ron Modugno.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 






The purpose of the Conservation Commission is to insure the 
“proper utilization and protection of the natural resources 
and for the protection of watershed resources of the said 
city or town” “(RSA ~36-A): Commission activities are 
directly related to this purpose. Activities for 2000 are 
outlined below: 


e Our major project in 2000 was preparing the Williams 
Property for use by the public. This project included the 
creation of walking trails, the refurbishment of the Old 
Schoolhouse, the erection Of an information kiosk, 
installation of sod, and a post and rail fence. Over 80% of 
the project costs (including the refurbishment of the Old 
Schoolhouse) were paid for with money from the Commission’s 
Current Use funds. 


The project would not have been possible without the 
generosity of a number of people. The Commission would like 
to give special thanks to the following: 


O The Williams Family for donating the Williams Property. 
Oo Mr. & Mrs. Richard Dailey for their generous gift of 


land, providing access to the Williams Property from 
the Old Schoolhouse. 


Oo Boy Scout Troop 42 of the Congregational Church for 
their help in construction of trails on the Williams 


Property. 
Oo Ethan Gyles & Family for building the information 
kiosk. 


e The Commission completed a brochure of conservation lands 
managed by the Commission. The brochure includes a map of 
the town with conservation lands highlighted. The brochure 
also includes descriptions of each parcel of land and 
directions on how to get to the property. The brochures are 
free and are available at the Town Office. 


e In February, the Commission received a number of 
complaints of severe siltation in the Souhegan River and Fox 
Brook. After extensive investigation, it was learned that 
the removable of a large amount of topsoil by a landowner 
was responsible for the problem. Corrective action was 
taken, but it will take a long time for the Souhegan River 
and Fox Brook to recover from the damage. State law requires 
landowners to get a permit if they will disturb more than 
100,000 square feet of topsoil. 
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e A forestry plan was implemented for town-owned property. 
The plan will insure that forests on town-owned land will be 


harvested in a manner consistent with good logging 


practices. The plan will also insure that the town receives 


the maximum financial benefits from timber harvesting on its 


lands. 


e The commission framed a large map of New Ipswich 
conservation lands and hung it in the lobby of the Town 
Office. The map will allow citizens to become more familiar 


with the town’s conservation lands and to better appreciate 


their value to the community. 


-e The commission is implementing a tree inventory and 
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planting program for town-owned trees along streets in the 
village districts. The goal is to replace trees lost to 
disease and storms. If the lost trees are not replaced, the 
Siateeccuer Ore. the *town’s village districts ‘will ‘be 
dramatically changed. 


e There is a Zoning Ordinance requiring a 25 foot buffer 
along town streams. There are restrictions on excavation and 
tree cutting within the buffer. The town is concerned that 
most landowners and contractors are unaware of the 
ordinance. A future Green Sheet will inform the public about 


this ordinance. 
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e The Commission reviewed numerous wetland applications 


| during the year to insure activities adjacent to wetlands do 
not harm this valuable resource. 


e Commission members monitored conservation easements held 


_by the town. The purpose of monitoring is to insure 


/-restrictions placed on the easements are not violated.

e The commission is looking for new members who have an

BOARD OF HEALTH 


The selectmen serve as health officers. Our most frequent 
problem is the failing, failed, or non-existent septic systems 
that are usually reported by neighbors or tenants. We work 
with a local Department of Environmental Services agent who 
does testing, we have support from the Subsurface Department 
of that agency, and we do have the power to issue pump or 
vacate orders both of which we have had to do this year. 
Unfortunately, the following quote from the 1989 Town Report 
still applies in 2001: “One of the problems continues to be 
disregard for neighbors and the environment.... People obtain 
septic approvals from the state and building permits from the 
town, but they don’t always comply with the permits.” 


The Board of Health reminds homeowners of the importance of 
having their wells tested. Drinking water from private wells 
in New Hampshire sometimes contains contaminants at levels 
that can pose health risks. Only a water quality test by a 
competent laboratory can assure that your family is protected. 
For further information, please visit the New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services web site at 
www.des.state.nh.us/wseb. 


This year we have also responded to complaints of children 
living in unsanitary conditions and excessive garbage at a 
home site. 


Happier duties include the inspection of childcare facilities 
as required by the State of New Hampshire. This year we 
approved three kindergarten and day care facilities and two 
foster homes.

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WELFARE ADMINISTRATION 


Once again requests in the areas of housing and utilities were 
dominant with an increase in the latter part of the year 
resulting in a budget deficit of $9,162.95. On the other end, 
the town was reimbursed $18,150.16 from liens on properties 
from previous recipients. More revenues are expected in the 
beginning of 2001 due to litigation now in process before 
other agencies in the area of disability claims. We still 
have the problem which is perennial of people waiting too long 
before asking for help with utilities. This results in 
additional costs to the town. I am not sure how to stress 
this as people just do not see the seriousness of it. 


During the holidays we were able to obtain donations from area 
merchants for food, clothing, monies and some toys to make up 
food baskets for ten families at Christmas and five at 
Thanksgiving. Thanks go to Diana St. Laurent and her husband 
Ken who coordinated this. This was truly people helping 
people.

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SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE SERVICE, INC. 


Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service was established in 1972 and 
has shown continual growth since that time. This growth is 
reflected in a steady increase of calls through the years. 
This year we had a total of 415 calls. 


We held an EMT-Basic course this fall. At the present time we 
have 21 EMT’s and are expecting to add several new EMT’s from 
the class, when their testing is completed. Training is 
becoming more advanced. State and national requirements and 
standards of procedures have increased. Advanced procedure 
and additional medications have been added to our protocols. 
This requires more time and training for our volunteers. The 
demands of the increasing amount of hours required of our 
EMT’s to maintain the standards of training, and to fulfill 
our call volume have increased greatly. As Chairman of the 
Board of Directors, we thank our EMT’s for meeting the 
challenge. 


Our ambulance #742, a 1991 model, has become costly to keep 
repairing and needs replacing. We are planning to purchase a 
new one in the year 2001. We have been able to replace our 
old suction units this year with new ones. Also, we were able 
to purchase pediatric immobilizers, new backboards and a whole 
new splinting system. Our EMT’s were happy to improve the 
quality of our equipment. 


Billing revenue has been very beneficial. We have been able 
to cut the town’s cost considerably again this year. 


We appreciate and thank the ongoing support of the Selectmen 
and citizens of our _ towns. This gives our volunteers 
satisfaction in what they are doing and the desire to 
continue.
